The Nascopie has been calling at 
the Hudson's Bay Company posts 
| collecting the winter's fur catch 
and the results show it has dropped 
'“at least 50 to 75 per cent from last 
(Last 


year.” year had been con- 
sidered a moderately poor fur 
year.) Considerable relief will be 
necessary among the natives this 
winter, 


The catch reduction came as a 
surprise to those engaged in fore- 
casting cycles for white fox and 
will doubtless cause renewed 
Pressure on the government to 
establish scientific stations in the 
far north, 


Forecasts sent out by the Bureau 
of animal production at Oxford 
University had indicated last win- 
| ter would find white fox plentiful

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Canada’s Exports to Japan 


During the last session of parliament, 
Mr. Mackenzie King stated, in reply to a 
question by Rev. T. C. Douglas, C.C.F. 
member, that there was no truth to the 
oft-repeated charge that Canada had 
greatly increased its nickel exports. 
Canada's exports of nickel to all countries 
in the fiscal year ending March 31, 1939, 
were $12,000,000 less than the previous 
year. 

The Chinese Council for Economic Re- 
search at Washington, in the United 
States, however, has arrived at an exact 
opposite conclusion. It charges that 94 
per cent of the nineteen million dollars ex- 
port trade from Canada to Japan last 
year has been in war goods or 
materials, and that Canada was the largest 
exporter of all British countries in this 
field in 1938. The specific charge is made 
that 91.29 per cent of all of Japan's nickel 
imports came from this country. 


If the Chinese council is correct, Can- 
ada is arming an aggressor state which is 
not simply cutting China to pieces, but is 
also a present menace to British interests 
in the Pacific and a potential threat to all 
the nations of the Commonwealth. 


Mr. King cited elaborate statistics to 
show that the total increase in the nickel 
trade in the past few years has been virtu- 
ally negligible, and speaking with unique 
knowledge of the facts as prime minister, 
flatly denied that this country was en- 
gaged in a special war-trading arrange- 
ment with Japan or any other aggressor 
state. He also reminded parliament the 
value of nickel as a war commodity usual- 
ly is vastly over-rated. 

He pointed out that an arbitrary se- 
lection of trade figures might throw the 
scale of Canada’s exports totally out of 
focus, giving a warped and false picture 
The findings of the Chinese research coun- 
cil have to be studied more carefully be- 
fore they can be given precedence over the 

This does not mean all is well in the 
trading arrangements between the democ- 
racies and Japan. Far from it. In 1938, 
only 1.48 per cent of the raw materials 
Japan used for the manufacture of her 
munitions came from the Axis Powers. 
These powers, of course, had none to ex- 
port. The bulk of it was supplied by the 
free states. No wonder the Chinese 
Council calls such a situation repugnant 
to reason. 

Canada should not hesitate to do its 
share in seeing that Japan is not allowed 
to crush China with materials placed in her 
hands by the democracies. The best way 
to do that is to see the total trade picture 
of Japan in its proper perspective, and not, 
by special pleading based upon a few care- 
fully chosen items, to argue that Canada 
is the major villain in the piece. 


How About It? 


As there is free trade in ideas between 
Canada and the United States, there can 
be no criticism surely to having the do- 
minion taught by the American example 
how best to cope with the staggerin 
problem of unemployment among young 
people. 

The Civilian Conservation Corps in the 
United States, in its latest report, lists 
achievements that take many pages to 
enumerate. In that country they have not 
been content simply to keep youth on the 
dole. They made their relief money work 
constructively for the upbuilding of 
America, 

Thanks to the C.C.C., the 2,500,000 
young men, war veterans, territorials and 
Indians who have worked in its camps in 
the past six years have given the United 
States 104,000 miles trunk or minor 


of 


roads; 71,000 miles of telephone lines; 
40,000 bridges; 1,741,000,000 trees: 4,- 
700,000 dams in gullies to curtail soil 


erosion, and 5,390 diversion or impound- 
ing dams. 

All this has been done not by compul- 
sion or restraint, but by organized volun- 
tary effort on a national scale under the 
direction of the federal government. The 
United States has something to show for 
the money spent on youth relief. 

Isn't it time Canada went and did like- 
wise? 


Production Without Profit 


Australia, like Canada and every other 
exporting country, is wrestling with thé 
problem of how to keep wheat-growers in 
business when the business itself is not 


profitable, nor even financially neutral. 
The agricultural council there is ponder- 
ing a half dozen new plans to bonus the 
growers, which involve the payment of 
Subsidies running from $15,000,000 to 
$65,000,000 per year. Canada's pegged- 
price “bonus,” it will be recalled, amount- 
ed last year to an estimated $25,000,000. 

The present average price in Australia 
is given as around 52 cents Canadian, 70 
cents in Australian monex It is main- 
tained at this figure by subsidies for 
which the money is obtained by imposing 
a tax on flour used in the country. The 
price is evidently not high enough to bal- 
ance the present prices of farm pur- 
chases, since the growers are now asking 
for an 88 cent Australian price, equivalent 
to about 68 cents Canadian. In Canada 
the losses of the treasury through guar- 
anteeing the price of wheat have been met 
out of general revenue or added to the na- 
tional debt, no special tax on flour being 
imposed. \ 

Since the growers in neither country 
are content, it is evident that neither 
country has succeeded in solving the prob- 
lem, but only in devising expedients either 
of which has obvious advantages and dis- 
advantages. There is an inference that 
the Australian flour-tax, in helping to 
raise the cost of living to non-growers and 
the prices of what the growers have to 
buy, may have heiped to stimulate the de- 
mand for a bigger bonus for wheat. An up- 
hill race between the flour-tax and the 
wheat-bonus is rather indicated by the cir- 


cumstances. 


East and West 


According to their story, the Japanese 
have been winning the little war “on the 
Mongolian border” hands down, have de- 
stroyed all but 30 of the enemy’s 400 air- 
planes, and are just about to go in and 
polish off the Soviet-Mongol army of 4,000 
men.

Which, if true, means that 
the Russian-Mongol forces invaded 
Japan's puppet state, probably thinking 
this a good opportunity to wipe out some 
old scores while the Jap army is scat- 
tered over the remote area of southern 
China.

The Japs are certainly doing nothing, 
according to their version of it, to breed 
friendship between Russia and Ja} an’s 
European allies. If things are going 80 
badly with them in the east it might be 
supposed the Soviet chiefs would be anx- 
ious to protect their western front by join- 
ing the anti-aggression pact, and thus ob- 
tain a freer hand to deal with the

“Adam” Goes to Blackpool 


Mr. Epstein’s sculpture “Adam” is being ex- 
hibited in Blackpool. People have thought differ- 
ent things about its being shown to a “holiday 
trowd”—alas, the poor people when it goes on 
holiday!—and Mr. Epstein may have held differ- 


ent views himself; at least it is said that at first 
he was more than startled, but he soon came to 
think that it was a sound thing that the people, 
as tumultucusly mixed as in a Blackpool holi- 
day crowd, should see his work for themselves. 
Certainly Mr. Epstein is right. Of course there 
may be strange things said and thought among 
the crowd, much puzzlement, some ribaldry, 
but are there any “unusual” works of art in 
any field that have not aroused one or other of 
such feelings, and has the other public, the cul- 
tured and critical, always been distinguished 
for intelligence or taste when the new and un- 
familiar in sculpture or painting, drama or 
literature was presented for its judgment? 
Credit for being birthplace of the dead Homer, 
said the satirist, was claimed by seven cities— 
“Through which the living Homer begged his 
bread.” If there are some, as there will be, who 
gain nothing at all from Mr. Epstein’s “Adam,” 
who take away the same insensitive spirit which 
they bring to it, there will be others who will 
be moved to wonder and to think, to doubt or 
to admire.

Safety Valves for Opinion 


Unconscious tribute to British tolerance of 
opinion is given by the American Bar Associa- 
tion which has appointed a committee to report 
On a proposal that a “Hyde Park” be set aside in 
all leading American cities. The value of Hyde 
Park, London, as a safety valve for radical 
opinion was admitted by many speakers. 

The proposal follows the unsuccessful efforts 
of Mayor Hague «f Jersey City to prevent ex- 
pression of radical ideas. Norman Thomas, 
U.S. Socialist leader, was convicted of creating a 
nuisance when he sought to address a meeting 
in a public park in New Jersey. The Supreme 
Court, in quashing the conviction, declared that 
public speech for lawful purposes is guaranteed 
by the Fourteenth Amendment. 

Now the swing is to the British method. 
Jersey City has set aside public forums in four 
parks where speech may be free. Tolerance is 
the essence of democracy. Liberty and progress 
are based on freedom of thought and speech. 
Balderdash often wins support by attempts to 
drive it underground. A few hecklers at a park 
meeting can accomplish more by ridicule than 
a bench of magistrates by suppression. 

Ideas that are inimical to the interests of to- 
day may be vital for tomorrow's need. By the 
competition of ideas in the marketplace of the 
mind progress is achieved or untruth made man- 
ifest. 

The old English Tories who set aside Hyde 
Park as a safety valve for free opinion were wise 
in their day.

But that does not measure Canada’s 
strength. This is a country wealthy in natural 
resources, in industrial development, and in 
cheap power, Canada’s tremendous capacity in 
producing foodstuffs, her resources in nickel, 
copper, lead and zinc, aluminum, timber and 
other natura] products, combined with unlimited 
electric power and manufacturing and trans- 


portation facilities, add tremendously to the 
weight she can throw into the international 
scales. 


Nor is this all. Canada can make a special 
contribution to British military strength in the 
form of aviation personnel, far out of propor- 
tion to mere population figures. It is by no 
means adequately organized yet, but even today 
Canada can supply trained flying men in large 
numbers and could, in the event of war, train 
many more, and all of them would be of a 
quality no nation can surpass. 

There is still a further advantage Canada 
possesses. Many ties links in friendship and 
understanding Canada and the United States 
No one would suggest that we can “swing” the 
United States, but on the other hand no one 
would deny that a strong stand by Canada 
would have influence in the United States. 
Moreover, there is a factor of importance in 
view of neutrality and foreign loan legislation 
across the line. Canada has much freer access 
to Americen industria] capacity than any other 
nation. 

The weight we can throw into the scales in 
foreign affairs is not inconsiderable. It can be 
a very great factor indeed, and if we are inter- 
ested in preserving peace, in halting aggression 
in Europe and in Asia, or even in protecting our 
own economic interests, the sooner we put our 
whole effort behind Britain's efforts in these 
directions the better for ourselves.—Vancouver 
Province
